The house today approved

Sid McMath's $28,000,000 highway 
bond bill by a vote of 94 to 1. 


The measure, already passed by 
the senate, will reach the gover- 
nor this afternoon, but he has in- 
dicated that he will not sign it 
until tomorrow because 
Wednes- 
day is a legal holdiay. 


Rep. W. L. Ward of Lee county 
cast the one dissenting vote. 


Actually, the senate has taken 


no action on the house bill because 
the upper 
house 
already 
had 


passed one measure identical 
to 
the house bill. 


Sen. Lee Bearden said, however, 


the house road bond bill would be 
called up and passed in the senate 
this afternoon. The first bill to be 
signed by the governor will be- 
come law, and passage of the other 
will not be necessary. 


McMath already has set Feb. R 


as the tentative date for a special 
election 
on the 
-proposed 
bond 


issue. The governor said yesterday, 
however, that a definite date had 
not been reached. 


McMath said a test suit on the 


legality of the bond issues would 
not be started until after the spe- 
cial election. The bond bill, 
if 


approved by the voters, will not 
become law until 90 days after 
the election. The test suit could be 
held in the interim.
